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HIKING CLI B RECORDS 
One of the best tributes to the recreational ad­ 
vantages of this community is th record of the Alle­ 
gheny Hiking Club. 
And especially under present con­ 
ditions, this group shows the way to a simple method 
of enjoyment, and also keeping lit in health and villainy 
essential for wartime work. 
With its 100th different hike Sunday afternoon, and 
the dinner at the Carver House following it, attended 
by 54 persons, the Allegheny Hiking Club celebrated the 
achievement of one of its objectives. This was to show 
the healthful recreation and interesting experiences 
which can be found in our own vicinity, at little or no 
cost, as well as the many opportunities for such varied 
trips in this locality. 
The hiking club was organized in October 19J9, and 
meets each Sunday afternoon from September until 
June, usually driving to some point several miles from 
town, and then walking from five to nine miles over the 
hills and valleys of the area selected. 
With recent re­ 
strictions on the use of cars, the hikers have started 
from the regular meeting place at General Joseph W ar­ 
ren Park. 
Some interesting records kept by leaders show that: 
there has been an average attendance of 21 persons for 
the IOO trips: more than 300 persons have gone one 
time or more; adding together the number of persons 
on each trip, the re have been 2188 “hike-persons”; the 
hikes have averaged a little over six miles in length; 
the total distance walked has been over 600 miles; 
and the hikers have visited nearly every section of 
W arren county, with a few journeys into 
adjacent 
Forests, Elk, and McKean counties. 
This will be best evidenced by a map now being pre­ 
pared, with all the hikes numbered and drawn accur­ 
ately as to location and distance. The smallest number 
on any trip was five, when the club was organized, and 
the largest was 76, when the Buffalo Hiking Club were 
guests of the local group. Ages range from Boy Scouts 
and Girl Scouts to men and women in their fifties and 
sixties, and a few who have passed “three score and ten” 
and are still “going strong.” And all sorts of business 
and professional occupations are represented. 
Altogether, the Allegheny Hiking Club is to be con­ 
gratulated for exploring the paths of greatest enjoy­ 
ment in the natural advantages of woods and fields, the 
hills and valleys of our own W arren County and the 
Allegheny National Forest. 


RATIONING OF CANNED GOODS 
If your supply of canned goods does n -t exceed ten 
cans for each member of your family you probably will 
not be deprived of any coupons when rationing of can­ 
ned goods starts about March first. 
According to a dispatch from Washington today this 
probable limit—it may be trimmed down to eight or 
nine a person—has been adopted tentatively by the 
Office of Price Administration, to discourage hoarding. 
Cai^ containing less than eight ounces will not be 
counted, although both size and contents will count on 
rationed purchases. 


On dates yet to be fixed, depending on the .speed of 
printing and distributing books, instructions and other 
forms, one adult from every family will go to a regis­ 
tration place with two things—the family’s No. one ra ­ 
tion books (the ones used for sugar and coffee) and a 
total of how many cans of fruits or vegetables (exclud­ 
ing home-canned) the family owns. It will not be neces­ 
sary to list each can separately— just tin* total. 
When he shows his No. one books, a clerk will pen­ 
cil an 
X 
across stamp No. 19 in each book as a sort 
of receipt for book No. two which will then he handed 
out, one for each member of the family. The family will 
retain the No. one books, too. 
Before handing out No. two books, however, the 
clerk will tear out coupons in accordance with the pen­ 
alty. 
Simple isn’t it, considering the fact that if a person 
is found misrepresenting the supply of canned goods, 
he may face a stiff fine and possible imprisonment! 


Every person will not be in a position to aid the Phil­ 
omel club’s project of collecting classical and semi­ 
classical records for use in recreation center concerts 
for men in service, but there must be many of them 
available among Times - Mirror readers.
